A Visit to 
The Holy Land

On the morning of February 20, as 
we start out sightseeing and visiting 
the different places of note in and 
around the city of Jorusalem I shall 
not take our travels up in the order 
that we made them but will try to 
take up and describe as best that I 
can the places where Jesus Christ 
spent the last few hours: before he 
was crucified. 

We go now to the Garden of 
Gethsemane which is perhaps one 
half of a mile outside of the walls 
of the old City. The Garden lies’ to 
the left of the road as you go to 
Jericho, the Dead Sea, and the River 
Jordan. It is situated on the side of 
& hill not so very steep, and is longer 
up and down, than it is wide, and as 
well as I could tell would not cow 
tain more than two acres, perhaps 
not so much. There is a narrow 
alley leading up the left side of the 
garden perhaps two-thirds of the 
way to the upper side, Then we 


come to a small house just to the). 


left of the garden gate, where tne 
of the Garden lives. The 
garden seems to be under a state of 
cultivation. The entire garden seem- 
to have been recently plowed, but 
outside of the rows of olive trees 
which covered the entire garden, 
there were a few flowers blooming.

I took a small contain- 
er and brought it full of dirt from 
the Garden. I believe that there 
were three of the olive trees in the 
Garden which were pointed out to us 
as being there during Christ's time.
